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UNO Football Player

UNO students do not normally expect to be 
involved in violent situations when using cam- 
pus facilities, but Yano Jones, a UNO student 
and football player, found that violence can 
occur regardless of university policy and crimi- 
nal law. 

Jones was playing basketball in the UNO 
Health, Physical Education and Recreation 
Building on Tuesday, Feb. 25, when he was 
allegedly attacked and physically injured, 
enough to keep him in the hospital for nearly 
four days. 

“We had gotten into an argument and were 
pushing cach other,” Jones said. “Then he was 
like ‘I’m gonna get you, I’m gonna get you.’ 
Later we were playing basketball and I wasn’t 
even thinking about the dude. Then someone 
came in swinging at me and punching me in 


the face and head and throwing me against the 
wall, and I was knocked out.” 

Jones said he knew the assailant from his 
childhood. 

“T grew up with him,” Jones remembered. 
“We were in the same boys’ club when we were 
younger.” 

Jones said that he would be filing charges 
against his assailant and also feels that the as- 


‘sailant should be expelled from school. 


University of Nebraska Medical Center pub- 
lic affairs official Tom O’ Connor interviewed 
Jones’ physician about his physical condition 
Friday. 

“They are planning to send him home to- 
day,” O'Connor said. “He has head lacerations 
which require stitches, he has a sore upper body, 
jaw, right shoulder and is sore in the back of 
his head where a laceration 
occurred.” 

The physician also told 
O’Connor that he was opti- 
mistic about Jones’ condition 


future football career. 
University officials are 


pulling together all of the in- 
formation they can about the 
situation, though without a 
police report they are finding 
it difficult. 

Campus Security Lieuten- 
ant, Paul Kosel, told report- 
ers how they were dealing 
with the situation, 

“We're currently talking to 
witnesses and we'll soon be 
forwarding those names to Dr. 
‘Mary Mudd [UNO vice chan- 
cellor] as soon as it is com- 
piled,” Kosel said. “We can’t 
release the names of the wit- 
nesses because appropriate 
action is still pending. I don’t 
think we can release the name 
of the victim.”

How Credible Is That Site? 
Check It Out Before You Cite

The student at Davidson College, near Charlotte, N.C., 
innocently turncd to the Internct for help researching a papcr 
on the origins of the AIDS virus, 

Most of what she had found, both in printed and Internet 
sources, listed the conventional and widely accepted theorics 
that the discase began among primates in Africa or in an iso- 
lated human population. She citcd them, offering arguments 
for and against the thcorics. 

Then she found an obscure World Wide Web site, not af- 
filiated with any rescarch or governmental group, that out- 
lined in claborate, if sometimes confusing, detail how the vi- 
rus was supposedly invented in secret U.S. military laborato- 
rics as part of a biological warfare rescarch project. She ac- 
cepted it at face value and made it the central argument of her 
paper. 

Her professors made her rewrite the essay. Why? Because 
the Web site she used didn’t pass the usual tests for determin- 
ing whether information is reliable cnough for citation in an 
academic paper. 

“Any time you have a topic that is potentially controver- 
sial, you're likely to run across these kinds of sites,” said 
Frank Molinek, head of serials and government documents 
at Davidson’s E.H. Little Library. “You find students assum- 
ing that what’s at these sites is the same sort of thing as if you 
were reading a scholarly journal.” 

It’s not. 

Although the Internet can speed and simplify research, 
teachers and librarians say it also has added an unexpected 
and difficult challenge helping students learn to sift the good 
from the bad. 

Since last fall, Molinck has warned of the pitfalls of online 
research Juring Internet oricntation sessions for Davidson 
students. He is adamant that there are many benefits to using 
the Internet, but the information found there must be put to 
the same tests as printed information. 

Molinek and other college librarians offer these tips for 
judging the valuc of Internct sites: What is the site’s purpose? 
Will its information be unbiascd? Who sponsors the site? What 
are the organization’s values or goals? Can you contact the 
sponsors should questions arisc? Is the information well-docu- 
mented? Does it provide citations to sources used in obtain- 
ing the information? Arc individual articles signed or attrib-

uted? When was it published? Is the date of the last revision 
posted somewhere on the page? What are the author’s cre- 
dentials? Is the author cited frequently in other sources? Lastly, 
how does the value of the Web-based information you’ ve 
found compare with other available sources, such as print? 

“A lot of it’s real common-sensical,” Molinek said, He 
said librarians and scholars have made careful decisions about 
what information students will find on a library’s shelves. 
But, “when they sit down at the computer, they become re- 
sponsible for keeping in mind the things that we as informa- 
tion-gatherers keep in mind.” 

Students most likely to get in trouble are those who rely 
only on the Internet. 

“There is good information out there,” said Lou Ortmayer, 
a Davidson political science professor, “but it docsn’t substi- 
tute for library research. So you'd better not give me a paper 
that cites only Internet sources.”

“The entirety of mankind is written in the 
alphabet.” This quote from Victor Hugo was 
on artist Julic Rezac van Mierlo’s mind when 
she used it to label the introductory piece of the 
art exhibit now displayed in the Arts and Sci- 
ences Hall. 

Required by law, publicly-funded buildings 
must use one percent of the total budget to pur- 
chase art for the building. On Feb. 28, van Mierlo was hon- 
ored at a formal unveiling of her work “Alphaforms,” which 
was commissioned for the art provision. 

Van Mierlo’s artwork was chosen from 200 applicants. 
She said the sclection committee wanted work that would 
represent both the art and history departments. As both a 
lettering artist and a stone cutter, she combined the two arts 
as aresult, “I hope that viewers get to sce the exhibit like an 
archeologist. Each of the pieccs is an interesting stone,” said 
van Mierlo. 

The exhibit consists of 26 stone tablets, each represent- 
ing a letter of the alphabet. Made of slate or marble, each 18 
inch tablet weighs up to 100 pounds. The sct begins with a 
hicroglyphic image and ends with the letter “Z” in binary 


Kosel also mentioned that the incident report mercly states 
that during a basketball game one player assaulted another.

about it until the next course of action has been decided.” 

Administrators will likely follow portions of the student code 
of conduct which are pertinent to the situation. Onc that will 
surely be revicwcd is the first section of the “Student Code of 
Conduct” entitled “Sanctionable Conduct.” 

The incident in question will be measured against the fol- 
lowing regulations. 

The first paragraph says, “The following are examples of 
personal misconduct under this code. . .and shall result in Uni- 
versity disciplinary action.” 

Article A involves respect for the protection and rights of 
others. 

Relevant information in this section includes:

a. Physically abusing or threatening to physically abuse any 
person. 

b. Any act occurring on the University campus which inten- 
tionally disturbs the peace and quiet of any person or groups of 
persons. 

c. Conduct which is unreasonably dangerous to the health 
or safety of other persons or oneself. 

d. Verbal behavior that involves an expressed or implied threat 
to interfere with an individual’s personal safety,. . . extracur- 
ricular activitics or causes the person to have reasonable appre- 
hension that such harm is about to occur.

For the last couple of years or so, a rag-tag group of anti- 
abortion fanatics who call themselves Rescue the Heartland 
has been concentrating on harassing a Lincoln doctor who 
performs abortions. 

They began by simply being a nuisance at the building 
where he had his OB/GYN practice and may have been in- 
strumental in the Joss of his lease there. When this tactic was 
not successful in preventing him from practicing medicine, 
they began to picket his neighborhood. 

His neighbors and local law enforcement have rallicd be- 
hind him, however, and this tactic has been scverely ham- 
pered by the requirements for parade licensing and other re- 
strictions, Individuals have followed him in cars, attempting 
to frighten him and his family. At one point, this doctor was 
actually prevented from using an ATM because protesters 
blocked his access. A Lincoln judge granted an unprecedented 
protection order. 

These individuals have far from given up, however. They 
have now expanded their activities to include picketing this 
doctor’s church, Parishioners have been subjected to anti- 
abortion material being placed on their windshields and to 
the proselytizing of sign carrying fanatics as they enter their 
house of worship. 

Two years ago, an anti-abortion protester by the nance of 
John Salvi entered three abortion clinics, two in Boston and 
onc in Nor- 
folk, Vir-

The bombings in Adanta of an abortion clinic and gay 
night club were allegedly perpetrated by an anti-abortion ter- 
rorist organization known as The Army of God. (It was re- 
ported that the owner of the night-club was the brother of Dr. 
James McMahon, an abortion provider in California who diced 
last year.) 

The recent activities of Rescue the Heartland sent a chill 
of remembered fear through my soul. I pulled out an unpub- 
lished editorial I wrote after the Boston killings. [I submit it 
here with only minor adjustments.] No matter where you stand 
on the very personal and emotional issue of abortion, | en- 
courage you to read this, and think about the folks who stand 
outside a church to picket, instead of stepping inside to hum- 
bly worship.

Once again, the world was shocked by a stunning display 
of anti-abortion violence. The shotgun slayings committed 
al two Massachusetts women’s clinics by an obviously de- 
ranged individual were so brutal, we were momentarily 
shaken with disbelief. Unfortunately, this is becoming a com- 
monplace occurrence. 

When Michael F. Griffin murdered Dr. David Gunn in 
1992, most of us thought it was just the work of one fanatic. 
The so-called Right-to-Life organizations were quick to dis- 
tance themselves from Griffin’s action. Then there was an- 
other shooting, and another. . . and another. 

Close to home, in 1993, Dr. George Tiller, of Wichita, 
Kan., was wounded when “Shelly” Shannon, a career anti- 
abortion protester, came to Kansas from her home in Oregon 
with the express intention of assassinating him. We were 
frightened and wary, but reassured when Dr. Tiller returned 
to work the same day. 

Shannon is serving 10 years for the attempted murder. 
Found buried in her backyard was a manual issued by a mili- 
tant anti-abortion terrorist group, Army of God, which en- 
couraged its readers, “If terminally ill, use your final months 
to torch clinics; by the time the authorities identify you. . . 
you will have gone to your reward.” 

It became clear what was going on. Staff workers at clin- 
ics talked among themselves and agreed that this was just the 
beginning. Now, after this most recent slaughter, it becomes 
evident to the rest of us that they were night. 

This is the work of a serial killer. Certainty each tine there 


but who is ultimate ly responsible for the murders? 

The killer is the so-called Right to Life move- 
ment, for promoting violence with their rhetoric, 
then standing by and hypocritically saying, “we 
don’t condone violence.” 

The killer is the law enforcement system which 
refuses to believe that this a real, organized threat 
and provide prophylactic protection to every single 
a abortion provider. l 

The killer is the closet pro-choice individual who 
doesn’t care enough to come out and speak up, volunteer 
time and/or money, or offer support to his or her local pro- 
viders. The killer is the contractor, business person, or re- 
tailer who allows himself to be bullied into refusing to do 
business with abortion providers 

It is arguably admirable to stand outside a clinic ina last 
ditch attempt to influence a womar not to have an abortion. 
However, it is hard to admire those who purport to be pro- 
life and stand outside clinics spewing abuse and venom at 
patients and voluntecrs alike. It is hard to respect those who 
scream biblical rhetoric, claiming that the lives of the “un- 
born” are worth more than the lives of thoughtful women 
making decisions about thcir own lives. 

The anti-abortion movement promotes and encourages 
violence. The pro-lifers give each other permission to torch 
clinics, and murder doctors, staff and volunteers. People 
who consider themselves pro-choice, but who remain inac- 
tive, join forces with the anti-abortion movement to set the 
clock ticking until the day when the murder victim is a pro- 
life protester who just happens to be standing in the wrong 
place at the wrong time, or worse yet, a patient. We can be 
confident that another senseless death will occur, and who's 
fault will it be, really? 

Whose fault will it be when an armed security guard ata 
women’s clinic spots a “Shelley” Shannon and fires first, 
killing the would-be assassin, What then? Does this sound 
like a war to you? It does to me. 

If itis not a war, if the pro-life movement really believed 
in the sanctity of human life from the moment of concep- 
tion, then I believe they would demand that anti-abortion 
violence stop and fierccly condemn anyone who would 
commit any violent act in the name of life. 

The organized anti-abortion movement has a history of 
inflexibility, so 1 am doubt(ul that any common ground can 
be reached.

Perhaps then, these senseless acts would 
end. 

However, I expect the response to my challenge will be 
more rhetoric, and continued harassment of the doctors and 
staff who put their lives on the line every day to provide 
reproductive health services to women.

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“Terrific? Performances 
in UNO’s ‘Talk Radio’

You don’t have to like hyper talk-show hosts to savor “Talk 
Radio” at the UNO College of Fine Arts. 

The Eric Bogosian drama gripped a Friday night audience. 
Its intensity builds as talk host Barry Champlain turns a 95 
minute dialogue (no intermission) with dysfunctional callers 
into a sweat-soaked harangue that stops just shy of a ncrvous 
breakdown. 

The role of Barry demanded a performance of enormous 
range and energy from Aaron Zavitz, and he delivered, bril- 
liantly at times. 

Zavitz, impressive last fall as the more subdued director 
in “Chorus Line,” goes not gently into the night-talk charac- 
ter. As the 10 p.m. hour nears, he paces and frets like a prize- 
fighter shaking loose for the round onc bell. 

Dressed primarily in black, Barry begins his frenctic air 
stint in suit coat, vest and tic, but winds up stripped down and 
burned out as his callers unburden themselves and ignite his 
anger. 

Director Don LaPlant, a graduate student, surrounded 
Zavitz with a supporting cast ranging from excellent to ad- 
equate. L. Scott Blankenship is terrific as Stu, the hippic- 
cowboy who feeds calls to Barry. They’ ve been buddies, but 
when Barry goes over the edge, Blankenship rises forcefully 
from his sideline role. 

Jenni O’ Rourke is Linda, the production assistant. Linda 
brightens Bob Welk’s impressive sect, a radio studio with 
acoustic tile walls and a big observation window behind Barry 
who sits front and center. 

Stu and Linda bracket the talk host, frowning at his ex- 
cesses from their sideline desks. 

In tum, they provide reflective exposition in the form of 
monologues which freeze the action to address the audience 
directly. Stu tells us of their subversive hippie days in alter- 
native radio, but worries that now “I don’t know Barry 
Champlain.”

O’ Rourke, recalls her first meeting which ended up with him 
dozing off before consummating a one-night stand. 

Dan the producer, the other important character with a time- 
stopping monologue, explains how he converted the radio 
station from easy listening to talk, hiring Barry as the wild 
“joker"’ that filled the deck. 

Rob Toyias looks the executive part in a double-breasted 
gray suit and he’s smooth and convincing in that set speech, 
but seems to be reciting lines stiffly at times when engaged in 
dialogue. 

The most vivid cameo comes from Terry Brennan, as Kent, 
the nutty rocker who phones in claiming he’s doing drugs 
and his girlfriend has overdosed. 

Barry, as unsympathetic as usual, doesn’t buy his story, 
calls his bluff and invites him down to the station. Kent, in 
another of Charleen Willoughby’s super costumes, bops in 
with black Icather and frizzy hair, wide-cycd and going “Wow” 
as Barry gives him the microphone. 

Other cast members supply a lively collection of callers 
and studio characters, from Craig Filzpatrick’s tax expert to 
Chrissy Martens’ Dr. Susan. 

The heart of the drama beats when Barry and the callers 
go mouth-to-mouth: from Debbie, 15, who’s pregnant and 
searching for her man Stan, and Glenn whose life centers on 
his cat Muffin, to a raging bigot who spews death threats, to 
Rose, a lonely widow in robe and fuzzy slippers who wants 
to give Barry her late husband's shirts. 

The cast makes most of these callers compelling. Blame 
Bogosian if the freak quotient runs too high; he created the 
off-Broadway show as his own acting vehicle and risked no 
dead time with dull callers. 

Director LaPlant and Zavitz bring it off with only a few 
problems. The parade of onlookers past the observation win- 
dow is more distracting than belicvable, and the window’s 
usc as a place for producer Dan to look perturbed wears thin.

The last time the Maverick Men’s Basketball team had a winning season, it was during the 
1991-1992 season and some of the current Mavs were in eighth grade, For the first time in 
five years, a winning season was within reach for the Mavs, after beating the University of 
South Dakota (USD) in overtime, 79-74, and bringing their season record to 13-13 Friday 
night. However, in another overtime rally Saturday night, the shoe was on the other foot for 
the Mavs, who fell in a disappointing overtime loss, 92-88. 

UNO 79, USD 74 (OT) 
After the smoke cleared and the overtime period was over Friday night, the Mavs were the 


ones left standing, clutching onto a 47 percent shooting average. USD shot only 40 percent of 
their field goals. 


The Mavs were leading by as much as 13 points, 25-12,.with seven minutes left in the first 


half. However, a late 5-10 run in the next five minutes by USD kept the Mavs’ lead down to 
30-22, 

USD gained the lead with 10:53 left in the game when Charles Poe sank two free-throw 
shots, bringing the score to 47-46. 

The lead switched hands five more times and with 13 seconds left, the Mavs were down, 
65-67. With only three seconds left, freshman Mike Simons sunk a basket for the Mavs, 
bringing the game into overtime. 

USD never regained the lead, however, and the Mavs won the match-up,-79-74. 

Five Mavs scored in double figures Friday night: Charles Tompson had 18 points, Simons 
followed with 16 points, Robert Green added 14, Troy Kloewer shot 13 points and Charles 
Box had 11 points. Green led the Mavs in rebounds with 12.
